Mr.  Chairman,  Miss  Graves,  and  Gentlemen, 

■  I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitarv  conditions  of  the  'fare ham  and  Furbeck  Rural  district  i or 
the  ve-'.r  1947. 

"The  total  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  367  giving:  a 
birth  rate  of  23.8  per  1,000  population  compare^  with  a  rate  of  21.7 
for  the  previous  year.  The  total  of  deaths  registered  was  138  giving 
a  rate  of  8.9  per  1,000  population  compared  with  a  rate  of  10.5  for 

1946.  *  - 

The  health  of  the  district  has  been  satisfactory  during  the  year 
and  with  the  exception  of  acute  poliomyelitis  there  has  been  no  undue 
incidence  of  infectious  diseases.  During  1947  the  Country  as  a  whole, 
experienced  the  severest  recorded  epidemic  of  acute  poliomyelitis;  the 
cases  occurring  in  the  Rural  District  were  confined  to  pupils  of  a  boys 
preparatory  school. 

It  is"  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  record  that  the  number  of  cases 
of  scabies  reported  in  the  district  has  fallen  to  one  quarter,  and  the 
number  of  cases  of  verminous  condition  of  the  scalp  to  less  than  one- 
half,  of  those  notified  in  the  proceeding  year. 

The  magnitude  and  urgency  of  the  housing  problem  is  only  too 
evident  when  one  considers  the  percentage  of  houses  which  have  been 
graded  as  roouiring  demolition  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  in  their 
hous  inp  survey,  ..nd  the  long  waiting  list  of  applicants  for  Council 
houses.  The  health  o+‘‘  a  community  dGpCnds  to  a  very  great  extent  on 
the  environmental  conditions  under  which  it  lives,  and  the  provision  of 
satisfactory  living  conditions  is  the  most  important  single  factor  which 
would  make  for  the  greatest  advance  in  the  prevention  of  much  ill  health. 

The  Councils  building  programme  is  getting  well  under  way,  38 
permanent  houses,  and  56  prefabricated  bungalows  were  completed  and  88 
were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  plans,  for  a  water  supply  to  all  parts  of  the  District  which 
are  at  present  inadequately  supplied,  suffered  a  serious  set-back  with, 
the  failure  of  the  Snelling  Farm  bore  to  yield  sufficient  water.  It  is 
now  hoped  that  an  existing  source  of  supply  in  the  .n.ffpuddle  area  may 
furnish  sufficient  water  to  meet  all  the  requirements  of  the  greater 
part,  if  not  the  whole,  of  the  Rural  District.  The  demand  for  better 
and  adequate  water  supply  runs  very  close  with  the  demand  for  better 
housing,  for  first  rlace  in  nearly  all  parts  of  the  district,  and  it 
is  understandable  that  some  disappointment  is  felt  with  delay,  aloc-it 
unavoidable. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  kindness  anr 
considerat ion,  and  my  fellow  officers  of  the  Council  for  their  he 1_  and 
co-operation.

ambulance  Service 

The  Council  maintain  a  motor  ambulance  having  accommodation  for  two 
stretcher  cases.  Fart  time  driver  and  attendants  are  available. 

The  ambulance  is  used  for  all  cases  with  the  exception  of  infectious 
diseases,  and  serves  the  Rural  District  and  the  Borough  of  '/are ham. 

Infectious  disease  cases  are  removed  to  hospital  either  by  the  Borough 
of  Foole  Infectious  Diseases  .ambulance  or  bv  the  Borough  of  Dorchester 
Tnfectious  Diseases  Ambulance.

The  Cornelia  Hospital,  Foole  serves  the  Isle  of  Purbeck  and  the 
Eastern  part  of  the  Rural  District,  and  the  Western  part  of  the  district 
is  served  by  the  Dorchester  County  Hospital. 

2 .  Infectious  Disease 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  in  the  Isle  of  Furbeck  and  the  Eastern 
part  of  the  Rural  Dis'trict  are  admitted  to  the  Borough  of  Poole  Isolation 
Hospital.  In  the  Western  part  of  the  district,  infectious  disease  cases 
are  admitted  to  the  Borough  of  Dorchester  Isolation  Hospital. 

3 .  Smallnox 

The  Council  own  and  maintain  a  Smallpox  Isolation  Hospital  at  Norden 
Heath,  Ware ham.  Accommodation  at  this  hospital  consists  of  two  wards  of 
four  beds  each.  In  the  event  of  Smallpox  occurring  in  any  district  of 
the  County,  the  Hospital  would  be  opened,  and  nursing  staff  provided  by 
Dorset  County  Council,  Poole  Borough  Council,  and  Weymouth  Borough  Council.

It  is  estimated  that  less  than  20%  of  the  houses  in  the  district 
have  a  satisfactory  water  suprly,  from  nuhlic  piped  supplies. 

The  table,  on  the  following  par:e,  sets  out  vhe  percentage  o'p 
houses  in  the  parishes,  and  the  district  -as  a  whole,  served  by 
various  types  of  water  supplies.  The  figures,  which  are  an 
approximate  estimate,  have  been  supplied  by  the  Sa^itarv  Inspectors, 
and  are  base'-1  mainlv  on  the  result  of  the  pre-war  housing:  survey. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  results  of  the  Bacteriological 
examination  of  samples  taken  from  private  riped  supv lies  to  houses, 
an^  wells,  that  1/3  of  the  samples  fell  into  the  group  Highly 
Satisfactory,  and  Satisfactory. 

"With  the  exception  of  those  areas  where  there  are  deep  wells 
in  the  chalk,  and  where  public  piped  supplies  are  available,  the 
greater  part  of  the  district  relies  on  shallow  wells  and  surface 
springs  for  its  water  supply. 

The  water  supply  to  the  greater  part  of  the  district  must, 
by  modern  standards  be  regarded  as  inadequate,  and  whilst  difficulty 
is  experienced  with  supplies  in  nearly  every  Parish  during  dry  spells, 
severe  shortage  of  water  is  experienced  in  the  Valle}/-  Road  area  of 
the  Parishes  of  forth  and  Langton  ^at ravers  and  also  in  the  Parishes 
of  Bloxworth  and  East  Holme. 

There  have  been  no  major  alterations  in  the  sources  of  su^ly 
or  distribution  of  water  in  the  district  during  the  year.  An 
extension  of  631  yards  of  4  inch  main  from  the  Foole  Borough  Supply 
was  laid  to  serve  eight  houses  at  Organford. 

The  Councils  attempt,  to  find  a  source  of  water  supply  for 
their  scheme  to  supply  the  whole  district,  by  boring  at  Snellinrs 
Farm,  Foreton,  had  to  be  abandoned  as  a  failure.  It  is  unfortunate 
that  so  little  progress  has  been  made  in  solving  the  urgent  problem, 
of  water  supply.

The  Question  of  sewering  the  Upton  area  was  consi-ere  by 
the  Council  during  the  year  an-  preliminary  discussions  have 
taken  place  with  the  Poole  Borough  Council  to  consider  a  ?omt 
scheme  for  sewerage  of  Upton  an-  adjoining  areas  m  the  Borough 

Most  of  the  older  cottaces  and  houses  have  pail  closets 
whilst  the  newer  houses  are  invariably  provided  with  water . closets 
and  cesspit  drainage.  As  in  past  years  complaints  of  overflowing 
cesspools  were  frequent  especially  in  the  Wool,  Stu-land,  an  Upton 
areas.  With  the  resumption  of  private  building  and  improved  water 
sun^liee  this  nuisance  will  increase. 

Householders  have  great  difficulty  in  arranging  fop  the 
emptying  of  cesspits  and  a  regular  service  hy  the  Council  is  ha  , 

needed.

Milk  Supply- 


One  hun^re-1  and  forty-two  cowsheds  and  dairies  were  inspected  during  the 
yea?.  40  notices  were  served  on  owners  in  respect  of  defects,  38  of  which 
rere  complied  with,  and  2  were  outstanding  at  31.12.47. 

The  number  of  mil1'-  producers  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
7J2  as  compared  with  290  at  the  end  0f  19<! 6 • 

It  is  estimated  that  about  50%  of  the  mi IV  consumed  in  the  district  and 
80%  of  the  milV  consumed  in  the  schools  in  the  district  is  either  Fasteurised 
or  Tuberculin  Tested. 

The  general  standard  of  cowsheds  and  dairies  in  the  district  is  fair. 

The  greatest  handicap  to  the  production  of  milk  of  satisfactory  standard 
especially  in  the  smaller  dairy  farms,  is  the  absence  of  adequate  water  supply 
and  apparatus  for  cleansing  and  sterilizing  vessels.

HOUSING. 


A  total  of  849  houses  had  been  surveyed  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  by  the 
end  of  1947.  Only  57%  of  this  number  were  founJ  to  be  in  all  respect 
reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation,  23%  were  found  to  require  demolition  und 
replacement,  12%  require  reconditioning,  and  8%  structural  alterations  or 
repair.  These  figures  rive  some  indication  of  the  very  poor  standard  of 
working  class  houses  in  the  district,  and  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  many 
of  the  houses  included  in  the  57%  in  ull  respects  reasonably  fit,  fall  short  of 
the  desirable  standard  of  new  houses  now  being  erected  by  the  Council. 

Many  young  families  are  living  in  roams  with  relations  and  a  number  are 
housed  in  huts  on  7 <~r  time  gun  sites.  At  the  end  0f  the  year  there  woro  912 
i n  the  waiting  list  for  Council  houses. 

Good  progress  was  m-ade  during  the  year  -with  the  Councils’  programme  for 
building  permanent  houses,  details  of  which  are  given  on  the  following  page.

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PREVALENCE  aFD  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 


With  the  exception  of'  the  outbreak  of  poliomyelitis  mentioned 
beloir'r,  there  was  no  serious  epidemic  disease  in  the  district  ^urine  the 
year . 

The  number  of  cases  of  polio  yelitis  notified  throughout  England 
reached  epidemic  proportions  during  the  Summer  months. 

a  total  of  uine  c  .ses  of  acute  poliomyelitis  &n^  two  cases  of 
golio-encephalitis  were  notified  in  the  district. 

The  first  cases  occurred  in  a  boarding  school  for  bovs  in  the 
Langton  Natravers  area  when  two  cases  of  acute  rolio-encephalitis 
¥\rere  notified  during  the  week  en^e4  5th  July.  Eight  cases  of  acute 
poliomgrelitis  were  notified  from  the  same  school  during  the  week 
en4e4  12th  July,  ..n4  a  further  case  of  ^cute  poliomyelitis  w-s 
notified  during  the  week  errieri  26th  July,  in  a  boy  who  has  returned 
to  his  ho,Tie  in  the  district. 

a  feature  of  the  first  case  was  the  marked  intoxication 

an^  coma.  The  case  ^ie*4  shortly  after  admission  to  hospital.  The 
remaining  cases  were  fortunately  mild,  onl  ”  two  cases  ^evolope4 
naralys is . 

Informal  notification  of  the  illness  in  the  first  case  ’was 
receive^  from  the  School  doctor  at  a  very  early  stage,  ani  when 
the  true  nature  of  the  illness  became  evident,  all  doctors  in  the 
district  were  informed  an^  requested  to  notify  any  doubtful  cases. 
Precautions  were  taken  to  prevent  contact  of  the  school  inhabitants 
with  the  general  public. 

All  the  notified  cases  were  remove4  to  hospital-  the  other  boys 
returned  to  their  homes,  an4  the  f,redical  Officer  of  health  for  the 
area  in  which  they  resides1  was  notified  that  they  ha4  been  in  contact 
with  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis. 

One  isolate4  case  in  a  non-civilian  was  notified  during  the  week 
en^e^  23r4  august.
